Thoro  wero  6 9  live  births:  35  male  and  34.  female, 
representing  a  Birth  Rate  of  2 2,6  per  1,000  of  the  population 
as  against  20.5  per  1,000  throughout  England  and  Wales. 

There  wore  4  stillbirths,  all  legitimate,  ono  malo  and  three 
female,  representing  a  Still  Birth  Rato  of  1.3  par  1,000  of 
the  population  as  against  a  rata  of  0.50  por  1,000  throughout 
England  and  Wales. 

DEATH  RATS. 


During  the  year  there  wero  37  deaths  from  all  causes: 

22  males  and  15  females.  This  represents  a  Death  Rato  of 

12.0  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against  a  Death  Rato  of 
12.0  per  1,000  of  the  population  generally. 

Thero  wotfo  4  deaths  in  infante  under  the  age  of 

one  year  representing  an  Infantile  Mortality  r*te  of  57*8 

per  1,000  live  births  whereas  throughout  the  country  the 

Infantile  Mortality  Rato  was  41  per  1,000  live  births.
